We might reasonably expect to 
see THEODORE TILTON and STEPHEN PEARL

Monsigneur de Guibert.

BERT, formerly Bishop of Tours, is a man 
whose character is the very contrary to that 
of his illustrious predecessor, à more lib- 
eral prelate than whom was not in the 
country. Since the days of the first revo- 
lution it has been the custom to fill the 
Archiepiscopal seat in the French metropo- 
lis with men who, by their toleration and 
their liberalism, were best able to do good | 
in so unruly and democratic a diocese, and 
in consequence such men as Darspoy, SI- 
BoUR and AFFRE, gathered around them a 
clergy filled with the same scntiments 
which they entertained.

old Bourbon princes, a movement which 
will become of all the higher importance, 
as the Pope evidently favors it. 

Although reactionary and uncompro- 
mising in religious and political life, M. pe 
GuiIBERT bears the highest possible char-- 
acter in private life. Incorruptible and of 
the most exemplary morals, a great deal 
of his severity arises from his desire to 
enforce among his clergy the ideas of a 
high purity of character, which he pos- 
sesses himself to an exalted degree. But, 
although he adds to these virtues an im- 
mense store of learning, his rigor will be 
but little appreciated in Paris, where a 
higher liberalism prevails, and his chances 
of ever attaining great popularity are 
small. The Parisians will for a long 
while yet mourn their murdered Arch- 
bishop Darpoy. 


Mr. Beecher’s English. 

Some months ago it was said, inci- 
dentally, in this column, that the Rev. 
Henry Warp BEEcHER does not write 
good English—that he habitually murders 
her Britannic Majesty's vernacular in cold 
blood. Whereupon one of his admirers 
addressed us an indignant. note, in which 
it was declared that Mr. BxxchER's English 
is perfectly splendid, and that, in saying 
it was not, we were actuated alone by reli- 
gious prejudice. We might have replied 
that aman must have more religion than 
Mr. BeecueER usually exhibits in his Sun- 
day stump-speeches to excite any prejudice 
of that sort in these upright and impartial 
bosoms of ours, but we didn’t; we made 
no reply whatever.

Let her beware how she trifles 
with a pencil which has never been able to 
demonstrate its ability to stand everything, 
even from an infuriated petticoat.

5 OBJECT OF THE ESTILL KUKLTX. 

Mr. Lyle stated in substance that he was never 
the Superintendent of the Red River Iron Manu- 
facturing Compeny, as published, but was em- 
ployed as manager of the Estill Steam Furnace 
tor four years up to April ist, 1870; that he is a 


deprecated and regretted by the respactable 
people of that section as much as by any class or 
party of citizens in the State. 

A tact. to which may be attributed much of the 
frequency and violence of these disorders and 
the comparative immunity of the guilty partici- 
pants from punishment, is that the Red River 
Irom Works are shut up in the hills of Estill 
county in such a manner as to make the place, 
to a great extent, a safe retreat for fugitives 
from justice from other States and from distant 
parts of this State, and doubtless many of that 
class of men have embraced its advantages in 
that regard and compose a large proportion of 
the bands for whose crimes and misdemeanors 
the good citizens of the whole county are called 
upon to answer Some men who are Republicans 
and some who are Democrats, and who have long 
stood well in that community, are reported to 
belong to these bands. These he believed, how- 
ever, to have been forced to participate with the 
marauders in their midnight outrages as a meas- 
ure of mere personal security, to preserve their 
own lives and property from danger. This, it 
will be remembered, was the reason given by 
the witness Payne for his connection with the 
Estill organization. 

| THR JESSE CROW LYNCHING. 

Much of the organization which has been since 

among these disturbers of the peace, 

he believes, had its origin about in this wise: 
Sometime in the month of November last, at the 
house of one Fitzgerald, about two miles from 
Fitehburg, at one of the coalings of the Iron 
Works Company, during the progress of a social 
party there, a difficulty arose between several of 
the guests. A young man from Sciota county, 
Ohio, named Titus, interferred to separate the 
contestants, when he was stabbed in the side, by 
one Jesse Crow, the fatherin-law of Fitzgerald. 
from the effects of which Titus died the next 
day. Crow endeavored to make his escape, and 
concealed himself in a cave near by, but was ar- 
rested within a few hours. He had an examin- 
ing trial at Fitchburg, and was held to answer 
the charge of murder. He was committed to 
jail in Irvine, where he remained about two weeks, 
when he was taken out by a mob and hung to a lo- 
cust tree in the court-house yard until he was

imperiling the life of the jailer. It was variously 
rumored that this mob belonged to the Kuklux 
and to the Union League; Crow and Titus were 
both Radicals. However this may be, since that 
tame there have been frequent outrages commit- 
ted in the vicinity of Fitchburg by persons who 
conducted or belonged to bends of men, numbers 
of whom were reported to have been connected 
with the mob who lynched Jesse Crow. These 
outrages consisted of whipping, assaulting, 
threatening, and ordering to leave the country, 
persons both white and biack; all the circum- 
stances of which led to the conclusion that they 


ters entirely foreign to the object of their organi- 
zation would arise, and would be made the cause 
or object of movements by them. And frequent- 
ly the force of these bands would be used to re- 
venge personal insult or fancied wrong to mem- 
bers of the organizations or to remove any ob- 
jeet which was conceived to be inimical to the 
bands or any of their 

There were five or six hundred hands employed 
in and about the Red River Iron Works, consist- 
ing of persons of every race, the larger number 
of whom were miners and colliers from Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
and who were of every political complexion. Of 
this number about one sixth were colored. Al- 
though at times there was some littie jealousy 
displayed, and slight quarrels arising therefrom 
between the different classes of laborers, yet, 
from 1666, when the work got into full operation, 
up to the hanging of Crow, they worked together 
in harmony and good order. Since that time, 
however, there has been so much discord, so 
many persons have been threatened and warned 
to leave the country, that the mining has ceased. 

THE RAIDS ON NEGROES. 

Only two difficulties have occurred with 
negroes, those of Bony Vaughn and Darius 
Falkner, the particulars of which have been pub- 
lished, as above stated. Vaughn previously had 
a difficulty with Tom Gilbert, who is said to be a 
captain of one of the bands. Gilbert endeavored 
to drive Vaughn out of the country, that he 
might not appearagainst him in the Estill Circuit 
Court, under an indictment which bed been 
preferred against him (Gilbert) for shooting 
at Vaughn. With this object in view, Gilbert, 
heading a party of men, made an attack upon 
Vaughn's house, in the defense of which one of 
the band was killed, and it is said three or four 
were wounded. The difficulty with Palkner grew 
out of the fact that several white strumpets 
were staying at his house, who were so objec- 
tionable that it was determined to drive both 
himself and his women out of the country, and 
hense the attack was made. This is the belief 
among the better citizens of the neighborhood. 

THE FEELING LX THE COMMUNITY. 

The good citizens of Estill and adjoining coun- 
ties will be glad when this spirit of lawlessness 
is overcome, and solicit the interference of the 
State authorities to restore peace and good or- 
der in their midst. They are unwilling and pro- 
test against such inference being drawn, that the 
blame, belonging to persons with whom they 
have no sympathy whatever, shall be laid at their 
doors. 

The above is almost a literai translation of Mr. 
Lyle's statement, and, from the character of the 
gentleman, may be relied upon as a fair and hon- 
est review of the facts that have led 
to, and the motives that have influenced, 
the organization of armed men in Estill and ad- 
joining counties. One noticeable incident in this 
statement is the one relative to the impressing 
of unwilling citizens into these organizations by 
the moral force of circumstances. By this it 
appeare that many of the members of these 
bands are men, good citizens in many instances, 
pethag%&, who, to save their lives or protect their 


| property from pillage, have allied themselves 


with these so-called Kuklux. Most of them 
have, it is said, been threatened with such loss of 
life or goods unless they did so join their quon- 
dam oppressors, and, haying become parties in 
the guilt, cannot afterward draw out, except by 
such desperate means as that adopted by the 
witness Payne. However this may be, it only 
goes further to show the upas-like influence of 
these dreaded bands that have crippled the 
working energies of the county, made the sec 
tion a by-word in the mouths of order-loving 
men, and furnishing political material out of 
which Republicans have made the most, to the 
future woe, perhaps, of the entire State.

LOST IN THE WAR. 


A Father in Search « of Three Missing 
Children. n 

Mr. F. M. Hodge. of Hopewell, Mississippi, 
writes, asking the CoURIER-JOURNAL to inquire 
forthe whereabouts of his children. The case 
seems to be a particularly sad one. In 1963 Mr. 
H. enlisted in the Confederate army, and, after 
he left home, his wife, hearing that he was at 
Helena, Arkansas, started with her children to 
where she thought she would find him. Shortly 
after arriving there, she sickened and died, and 
the helpless children were taken by a Miss 
McCombs, as she said, to Rock Island, Illinois. 
Since then, he has never heard of them. Being 
only ten, eight and six years of age, respectively, 
then,they must now be almost grown women and 
men. The following is the description which 
their anxious father gives of them: 

“Winfleld Warren Hodge, born lith March, 
1858; fair skin, light hair and dark-gray eyes; a 
little tongue-tied and slow-spoken. Mansfield 
Porter Hodge, born 18th August, 1855; tall in 
stature, dark skin, black eyes, dark hair, teeth 
out in left side of the under jaw; quick spoken. 
Mary Ann Hedge, born the 6th of March, 1857; 
fair complexion, dark hairand dark-gray eyes, 
and very mild in disposition. A hundred dol- 
lars reward is offered for information of their 
whereabouts. :

The negress was brought 
by Officer Schmitt to First-street station; but 
was thortly afterwards liberated on bail

Fatal Result of the Sunday Accident.
